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HISTORY OF DUNDEE F.C. 


Among the honours which the Dundee Football Club won over the years are: 


1962 — Scottish League Championship (Runners-Up in 1909 & 1949) 

1910 — Scottish Cup (Runners-Up in 1925, 1952 and 1964) 

1952 and 1953 — Scottish League Cup (Runners-Up in 1968) 

1963 — Reached Semi-Final of European Cup 

1968 — Reached Semi-Final of European Fairs Cup 

Dundee F.C. was formed in 1893 when two local Clubs, East End and 
Our Boys, amalgamated. After five uncertain years at Carolina Port, the 
Club sought a new location and in 1899 they moved to their present head- 
quarters at Dens Park, which has a capacity of 38,500. 

During the Second World War, the Club ceased to operate. In 1946, 
they played in the Scottish Second Division and won promotion, as Second 
Division Champions, in 1947. Since then, they have played in the First 
Division and won the Championship in 1962 after being Runners-Up in 
1903, 1907, 1909 and 1949. The Scottish Cup was won in 1910 and the 
Club were beaten-finalists in 1925, 1952 and 1964. 

In the early fifties, Dundee created a record, for Scottish Clubs, when 
they spent £23,000 to bring back Billy Steele from England. They were duly 
rewarded when this fine player helped them to win the Scottish League 
Cup twice running, in 1952 and 41953. More recently, Dundee were beaten 
by Celtic in the final of this competition in 1968. 

The Club has always had a reputation for playing fine football and this 
igs confirmed by the number of stars who at one time played for the Club 
— Billy Steele, Jimmy Gabriel (Everton and Southampton), Bill Brown 
(Spurs), lan Ure (Arsenal and Manchester United), Alan Gilzean (Spurs), 
Charlie Cooke (Chelsea), the famous Hibs and Scotland winger Gordon 
Smith who ended a magnificent career with Dundee and, more recently, 
Jim Steele, who is now with Southampton. 

The Club has an excellent reputation in European football and has 
played in all the competitions at this level. In 1963 they reached the semi- 
final of the European Cup and lost to the winners, A.C. Milan. In 1968 they 
lost again in the semi-final, to Leeds United, in the Fairs Cup. Since 1963 
the Club has been unbeaten at home in European Competitions against 
such opposition as F.C. Cologne, A.C. Milan, Sporting Club Lisbon, Ander- 
lecht, Zaragoza, D.W.S. Amsterdam, R.F.C. Liege, F.C. Zurich, Leeds United , 
and A.B. Copenhagen.
